ill 
since Thursday and early Saturday 
passed into a death coma. 
In his long career, defender in 
a hundred or more murder trials, 
Darrow never lost a client to the 
g allows or electric chair. He spent 
much time fig hting capital punish­ 
ment and laws which he said were 
of benefit neither to the criminal 
m_- society . 
Became iMaterialist 
He was almost as g reatly noted 
for his ag nosticism as for his tal­ 
ents in thc courtroom. 
He be­ 
lieved thoroug hly in freedom of 
education as well as speech and 
thoug ht. Three y ears ag o, shortly 
before his letirem ent, 
he pro­ 
claimed himself a materialist. 
“It has taken me 50 y ears,” he 
said, “to learn that there is noth­ 
ing after death.

had

the friend of the downtrodden. 
He was perhaps best known for 
hi3 defense of Richard Loeb and 
N athan Leopold, “whim slay ers” 
of Bobby Franks, Chicag o boy .

which were most sev erely critici­ 
zed by the committee.

M ar- I 
tin L. Davey who defeated him in j 
1936. 
Reform s Dem anded 
He indicated th a t plentiful use 
would be m ade of disclosures by • 
the senate g ra ft investigating com- j 
m ittee, for although he did not . 
refer directly to the inquiry he de­ 
manded reform s of the highway, 
liquor and purchasing departm ents 
which were m ost severely critici­ 
zed by the com m ittee. 
"The opportunity for public ser­ 
vice in public office, especially in 
Ohio in the office of governor, is 
unlim ited,” he said. "Personally, 
I consider the param ount issue in 
the com ing cam paign to be hon­ 
esty, efficiency, and common de­ 
cency in the conduct of the sta te ’s 
business. I shall conduct a m ilitant 
and relentless cam paign to carry 
this issue to the people, to the end 
th a t good governm ent m ay be re­ 
stored in this sta te .” 
B ricker w as unopposed for the 
Republican nom ination for gover­ 
nor two years ago while still serv­ 
ing his second term as attorney 
general which expired fn 1937. In 
the 1936 general election he lost 
to Governor Davey by 126,000 votes 
in the D em ocratic landslide which 
netted President Roosevelt a 625,- 
000 m ajority in Ohio. 
The Republican state organiza­ 
tion has moved to secure him a sec­ 
ond nom ination w ithout opposition, 
the practice of securing county en­ 
dorsem ents having been followed 
w ith th a t end in view. 
While m any politicians feel th a t 
this objective m ay again be a t­ 
tained, there is 
adm ittedly

some doubt of it. E arlier the nam es

SLANDS are looking up these days. 
Nations take more and more interest 
in them, no matter how distant or isolated, 
as aviation spreads and they need landing 
and roosting places for their flyers.

'iv LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
ONE DAY IN July, 1927, a man 
o f 35 years of age went into a res­ 
taurant in San Francisco and ate a 
dozen and a half mussels for sup­ 
per. 
About 
a 
half hour later 
he began to feel 
aching and tired 
all over; then he 
was sick at his 
stomach and be­ 
gan to h a v e 
trouble with his 
J b r e a thing. He

s c i o u s, 
his 
breathing grad­ 
ually b e c a m e 
shallower

slower, until all 
the m u s c l e s 
which move re­ 
spiration were paralyzed, and he 
died five hours after the supper ot 
mussels. 
The experience was repeated on 
a 12-year-old boy, who ate raw 
mussels and died three and a half 
hours later. 
A boy of two years 
drank a small glass of broth with 
three mussels and died in Ave and 
a half hours. 
Every year since then there have 
been deaths and severe sickness 
following eating of raw mussels 
along the Pacific coast. 
Three 
cases and two deaths were report­ 
ed in 1936. 
Laboratory experi­ 
ments have been made which make 
it plain that the poison comes to 
the mussel contained in the ocean 
water. 
It is probably the food of 
the shellfish. 
What Mussels Feed On 
Mussels feed on plankton. 
The 
>utbreaks of mussel poisoning oc­ 
cur only in the summer months be­ 
tween May and October. 
At this 
time there is an increase of a cer­ 


tain genus of plankton, and bril­ 
liant displays of phosphorescence 
have occurred in the water before 
the occurrence of mussel poisoning 
It is not possible to tell a poi­ 
soned mussel from a healthy one on 
inspection or from smell. 
Condu­ 
cive to a large epidemic is a spell 
of fair weather and favorable low 
tides over the week-ends, when 
most of the mussels are collected 
and consumed. 
Until the investi­ 
gations have proceeded to the place 
where we know exactly the cause 
of the poisoning and how to pre­ 
vent it, my advice would be not 
to eat any mussels on the Pacific 
coast between the months of May 
and October. 
This may be a little 
tough on the musssl-flshing indus­ 
try. but at least it will save your 
life.
